GLOBE, Ariz., March 18.—Eliza- 
beth, the raven-haired wife of Mac 
(Golney) Seymour, testified today 
in an attempt to save her Apache 
husband from the gallows for the 
slaying of Miss Henrietta Schmer- 


ler. 

Through her, John P. Dougherty, 
defense attorney, sought to estab- 
lish one of his chief contentions— 
that Seymour was intoxicated when 
the Columbia University student of 
anthropology was killed on the 
White River Indian Reservation 
last July 18. 

“He was drunk,” was the young 
Apache woman’s comment on her 
husband's condition when he ar- 
rived at the dance at Canyon Dey, 
where she was waiting late that 


night. 

She went to the dance ahead of | 
him. The Government alleges Miss 
Schmerler was slain on her way to 
the same dance escorted by Sey- 
mour. The defense sought to estab- 
lish extenuating circumstances as 
justification. 

John C. Gung’l, United States At- 
torney. attacking Elizabeth's story, 
demanded. “Who, if any one tola 
you to say your husband was 
drunk?” 

“Nobody told me,” she sputtered 
in rapid Apache, “I saw him—he 
was drunk.” 

The body of Miss Sthmierler, 
who had gone to,the White River 
reservation from New York to ob- 
tain material for a thesis, was 
found in a ravine near Fort Apache 
last July 24. She™“had been at- 
tacked, beaten and stabbed, 

Statement of Defense. 

The defense, in its statement to 
the jury yesterday, said Miss 
Schmerler was the mental and 
emotional superior of the Indian 
and had tantalized and teased him 
and finally had left him in a peni- 
tent state of mind. Seymour is 
married. 


“He told her. he had done 
wrong,” said Dougherty. ‘““‘They got 
into a fight She had a knife— 
they wrestled over it—she was cut.”’ 

Dougherty pictured an in- 
dian youth whose emotional! grip 
had been loosened by intoxicating 
liquor given him by his victim. 

Miss Schmerler, he asserted he 
would show, accompanied Seymour 
to the dance at her own insistenge, 
plying the young Indian with 
liquor to gain her point when he 
demurred. . 


“Seymour had ridden by the 
white woman’s house,”’ he told the 
jury, “when she called to him. She 
said ‘I see Indian men and women 
passing here riding the same 
horse. Let me ride to the dance 
with you.” 

“@hie asked him to go in her 
house and have a drink—he _ ac- 
cepted. She got a pint bottle of 
whisky, offered a drink, which he 
took. 

“Then she asked him again to 
take her to the dance, and he con- 
sented. She was dressed in Indian 
costume. He . helped her on the 
horse in front—he got on behind.

make a report to police investigat- 
ing the kidnaping. 

They said the servants, known 
to them as Mr. ard Mrs. Paul 
Thornberg, left at a moment's no- 
tice with the statement that 
Thornberg’s mother ‘vas dying in 
Germany. After they had gone the 
Lightfoots missed some  rdérgh 
wood similar to that used in tie 
ladder employed by the kidnapers 
and a chisel like one found be- 
neath the Lindbergh nursery wih- 
dow. The chisel was found at the 
Lightfoot home yesterday and it 
was generally believed the whole 
investigation concerning the miss- 
ing servants had been dropped as 
a result of this. 

But the official bulletin issued 
this morning by H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, superintendent of 
State Police, said that the investi- 
gation was still on and had _  al- 
ready resulted in location of the 
missing pair. It also disclosed the 
Servants were known to police by 
another name than Thornberg. 

Found at Bryn Mawr, Pa. 

Katie and Paul Engstenberg, the 
servants, were found today em- 
ployed in the home of a prominent 
Bryn Mawr, Pa., family, and were 
brought to Ee@pewell voluntarily, 
police said, for questioning. 

Both emphatically denied any 
knowledge of the kidnaping. They 
said they “just wanted to change 
jobs,” and so left the 
employ, They admitted telling 
Mrs. Lightfoot that Engsten- 
berg’s mother was ill in Germany 
as the reason for leaving. 

The pair told police they were 
legally married last October. They 
Started work In the Bryn Mawr 
home on March 8. After leaving 
Franklin Park, they said, they 
said, they went to Philadelphia, 
stayed at a small hotel for the 
night, and obtained their new posi- 
tions the next day. :

Over the 
pleas of the Republican and 
Democratic leaders, the mem- 
bers . voted, by sweeping ma- 
jorities, to restore the war-time

First Test of Strength.

Plans for the pay cuts had ap- 


peared to be defeated because of a 
wide sentiment against such econ- 


omy, but the task of bringing the 
$4,000,000,000 Federal budget down 
to the national income forced it to 
the front again. 

Two plans are under considera- 
tion by the committee. One calls 
for a 10 per cent cut from top to 
bottom. The other provides a 
graduated reduction beginning with 
20 per cent for Cabinet members, 
memPBers of Congress and all others 
receiving -$10,000 or more, and a 
less reduction at the bottom of the 
salary roll. 

Thus far President Hoover has 
maintained a stand against a gen- 
eral pay cut. 

The Democratic leader of the 
House, Rainey of Illinois, said yes- 
terday he considered the cuts 
necessary, particularly for the 
psychological effect upon the 
country. 

President Hoover's salary cannot 
be touched. It is a provision of the 
Constitution that the Chief Execu- 
tive’s pay may neither be raised nor 
lowered during his term. The 
Presidential salary after this term, 
however, could be reduced from 
$75,000. 

It was said authoritatively that 
figures have been prepared for the 
chief executive to show that if all 
Government salaries above $2100 
fwere reduced 10 per cent—exclud- 
ing the army and navy—the saving 
would be less than $25,000,400. 

Rainey told the House “If we re- 
G@uce-all salaries 10 per cent, from 
the President down, we will accom- 
plish a cost saving in the opera- 
tions of the Government of less 
than $58,000,000. In other words, 
we will only overcome the budget 
deficit we are now sustaining for 
approximately eight days of time.” 

Tae determination in Congress to 
reduce Government expenditures 
was evidenced in an unprecedented 
move by the Senate. It sent the 
Interior Department appropriation 
bill back to committee yesterday 
with instructions to slash $12,000,- 
000 from its total of $57,000,000. 

This carried by a vote of 40 to 
26,. but a few minutes later the 
Senate by 35 to 28 refused to give 
the Appropriations Committee in- 
structions to include in the bill au- 
thority for President Hoover to 
combine and consolidate bureaus in 
the department. 


KENTUCKY REJECTS SALES TAX 


Legislature Adjourns Without En- 
acting Governor’s Proposal. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 18.— 
The Kentucky Legislature adjourned 
sine die early today without en- 
acting a 1 per cent general sales 
tax law advocated by Gov. Laf- 
foon. Other revenue measures de- 
signed to balance the budget failed 
of enactment during the session. In 
its closing hours, the Legislature 
added $2,000,000 in appropriations 
to the budget for the biennium. 
which now calls for expenditures of 
334,000,000 during the next two 
years. This figure is approximate. 
ly $10,000,000 higher than esti- 
mated revenues. 

Gov. Laffoon has the power to 
veto individual appropriations in 
the budget bill, and in his fare- 
well message to the Legislature in- 
dicated this would be his course. 
“I am determined the State will 
live within its income,” he said. 


POLISH ELECTRICITY BOYCOTT 


WARSAW, March 18.—Tallow 
candles and old fashioned kerosene 
Jamps have come into their own 
again in many Polish cities which 
are boycotting electricity in order 
to force reduced rates. Piotrkow, 
near Warsaw, with 40,000 innwabi- 
tants, was the first to strike.

INCOME TAX PAYMENTS FOR 
MARCH 16 OFF $33,060,064 


Collections for Day, $55,611,451, 
Compared to $88,691,515 
Year Ago. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—A 
decrease of $33,080,064 in fheome 
tax receipts reported on March 16, 
as compared with che similar day’s 
collections a year ago, was shown 
today in the daily Treasury state- 
ment. 
Collections for the day amounted 
to $55,611,451, while on the com- 
parative date a year ago the col- 
lections were $88,691,615. The col- 
lections brought the total for the 
month to $100,312,886.37, as com- 
pared with $106,254,321 a year ago. 
For the fiscal year income tax 
has amounted to $758,434,178, as 
compared to $1,277 685,346 for the 
same period of the previous fiscal 
year. 

The income tax payments caused 
a decrease in the deficit the Gov- 
ernment had rolled up in the eight 
and one-half months of the fiscal 
year.

RETAIL FOOD PRICES REPORTED 
NEAR AVERAGGE FOR 1913 


Federal Bureau Says Charges 
Dropped 2 2-3 Per Cent in Month

derly procedure re’ demands that the 
committee take back the bill and 
consider new provisions for raising 
revenue. We will co-operate.” 

' “Not ‘Working: People.” 

La Guardia told’ the House that 
his amendment was the first step 
in a program amendments 
which would provide the necessary 
revenue without resorting to a 
sales tax. 

“The opponents of a tax on con- 
sumption are not. willing to ask for 
its defeat without proposing a sub- 
stitute,” he said.

He 
was boviously agitated by the fe- 
roecity of the interruptions which 
came from his own side of the 
aisle. 

As has been told, the bill pro- 
poses to raise $1,000,000,000 of new 
revenue to meet the deficit, $600,- 
000,000 of the total to be produced 
by levying a general sales tax of 
2.25 per cent on virtually al] manu- 
factured goods except raw and 
canned foods, livestock feed and 
fertilizers. 

The vote on the La Guardia 
amendment, although encouraging 
to opponents of the sales tax, was 
not an exact barometer of sentiment 
on the subject. Many Representa- 
tives, who will vote for that tax, 
voted to increase the income tax 
rate in the belief that adoption of 
a sales tax can only’be justified by 
increasing the income tax rates 
also.

Leaders’ Pleas Are in Vain. 

The retreat of the leaders began 
to look’ like a rout as the House 
clamorously adopted an amend- 
ment offered by Representative 
Swing, California Progressive, re- 
storing the war-time surtax rates 
on incomes of more than $100,000 
a year.

CHAUNCEY OLCOTT DIES: 


SINGER OF IRISH SONGS 


Man Who Popularized ‘My Wild 
Irish Rose’ Succumbs in 
Monte Carlo. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS. March 18. — Chauncey 


Olcgtt, American singer of Irish 
songs, died at Monte Carlo this 
morning. He was 71 years old. 

Me had suffered from anemia for 
11 years and was reported dying 
yesterday. His wife and son were 
at the bedside with his adopted 
daughter. Jeanette. Clarice Olcutt, 
who was born in Monte Carlo. 

Mrs. Olcott said the funeral 
would be in New York. ‘She hoped 
to sail with the body from Ville- 
franche tomorrow. 


Chauncey Olcott was born in 
Buffalo, N. Y., July 21, 1860. Al- 
though his greatest fame came as 
a singer of Irish ballads, he first 
appeared on the stage as a mem- 
ber of a minstrel troupe. He 
achieved some reputation also in 
comic opera roles. 

Before retirement, he specialized 
in romantic comedy. “My Wild 
Irish Rose,’’ which achieved a tre- 
mendous popularity from one end 
of the country to the other, in its 
time, was one of his most famous 
ballads. 

He made his debut on the legiti- 
mate stage as Pablo in “Pepita”’ 
at the old Union Square Theater 
in New Yorkin 18@6. Then he 
played in “The Old Homestead,” 
famous rural comedy drama. The 
play ran two years, from 1888 to 
1890, which was an unusually long 
engagement for that period. 

In 1891 Olcott first appeared on 
the stage in London. His success 
there was as great as in the United 
States. 

He devoted himself chiefly to light 
comedies, some ofthem written es- 
pecially for him. It was in these that 
hetraveled from one end of the 
country to another and made his 
name and his songs widely known. 
He played in “The Heart of Paddy 
Whack” from 1914 to 1916 and 
starred in “Macushla” from 1919 to 
1921. Some of his better known 
plays were “Ragged Robbin,” 
“O'Neill of Derry.” “Eileen As- 
thore,” “Barry of Ballymore,” 
“The Isle O’Dreams,” ‘“Shameen 
Dhu,” and “Honest John O’Brien.” 

Since his rettrement he spent his 
summers at Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y. 

Olcott was married twice, his 
first marriage occurring in 1893 to 
a Miss Radcliffe of Hastings-on- 
Hudson. They were divorced the 
same year, and four years later he 
married Margaret O’Dorovan of 
San Francisco, who survives him.

States Supreme Court, but the plea 
was denied. Three times the State 
Supreme Court has refused to in- 
tervene and Judge William Baker, 
in the United States District Court 
at Clarksburg has denied a petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Conley followed the State 
Supreme Court in saying every op- 
portunity had been given Powers to 
present evidence which might save 
him and that nothing had been 6f-

While preparations for the exe- 
cution at 9 o’clock tonight pro- 
ceed, Powers refuses to discuss his 
plight. He said yesterday he had 
written a song which would be 
published and the proceeds given 
to his wife. He seems to have 
overconie his nervousness.

Powers engaged in extensive eor- 
respondence with many different 
women whose names he obtained 
through matrimonial agencies.

Mrs. Dardick, 
with whom he resided at 3424 Vista 
avenue, told policemen she knew 
of no enemies except several 
Negroes, who, she said, had been 
angry at her husband because 
credit was refused them at his 
store. 

The policeman on the beat also 
recalled that Dardick had had 
some trouble with a customer or 
customers to whom he refused 
credit. A week ago he noticed that 
Dardick had a blackened eye, but 
the grocer told the policeman he 
had been hit with @ piece of wood 
while chopping kindling. 

Dardick habitually opened the 
store at 5 a. m., and policemen’ 
found customers who had been in 
the store between that hour and 7 
o'clock today. A customer who 
visited the place at 8:15, however, 
reported he found the door locked. 

An insurance collector who vis- 
ited the store at 10:30 o’clock ani 
found the door still locked, tele- 
phone Dardick’s home and was 
told by Mrs. Dardick that her hus- 
band had left at the usual time to 
go to his store and that he should 
be there.

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City Assessor Gehner today sent } 
d@ letter to Washington University,’ ee 

tifying. the university that its 
real estate not used for school pur- 
poses will be assessed for taxa- 
tion this year, The valuation of 
the real estate in question is $7,- 
293,000, and the taxes upon it, at 
the rate of $2.69 on the $100, 
which is planned for this year, 
would be $196,187. 

Under its charter from _ the 
State of Missouri and ‘under court 
decisions, Washington University 
has hitherto been exempt from 
taxation on all its real estate, both 
that used for school purposes and 
that used for revenue purposes, as 
part of its productive endowment. 
The value of the university’s prop- 
erty within the city, used for sciool 
purposes, is $2,447,510, by the As- 
sessor’s figurés. There is no pro- 
posal that this property be taxed. 
The main buildings of the univer- 
sity, except those of the Medical 
School, are in, St. Louis County. 

Previous Court Decisions. 

It is expected that the university 
will go to court to contest the As- 
sessor’s action, and that the ques- 
tion will again be taken to the 
State Supreme Court, which has in 
the past held that the university's 
charter exempts it from all general 
property taxation. 

The Board of Aldermen last Oc- 
tober adopted a resolution asking 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to furnish the Assessor 
with a list of property exempted 
from taxation, about which there 
might be any legal question. This 
was understood to be aimed at’ the 
Washington University holdings. 
A short time before the resolution 
was passed, Comptroller Nolte 
called attention to the case of cer- 
tain realty bequeathed one-half to 
Washington University and one-

MITCHELL OPPOSES NORRIS’ 
BILL ON COURT DIVERSITY 


Attorney-Geveral Thinks Proposal 
on Federal Jurisdiction Too 
Sweeping, Has Substitute Plan. 

By the Associaicd Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 18. — A 

bill by Senator Norris (Rep.), Ne- 

braska, to abolish entirely the ju- 
risdiction of Federal courts over 
cases based on diversity of state 

citizenship was opposed before a 

Senate Judivisiary Subcommittee 

today by Attorney-General Mitch- 

ell. 

“There are still cases,” he said, 
“in which there is local prejudice 
against nonresidents, both nonresi- 
dent corporations and individuals. 

“We are human today and have 
the same sort of prejudices as our 
forefathers did.” 

The Attorney-General advocated 
@ bill drawn: by himslf and intro- 
duced for him by Senator Norris. 
This bill would affect corporations 
Only and would bar them from ac- 
cess to the Federal courts on the 
ground of diversity of citizenship 
in case they are doing business in 
the state where the controversy 
arises, even though they may be 


chartered in another state. His 
measure, Mitchell said, besides 
tending to reduce Federal Court 


congestion, would curb abuses un- 
der. which corporations fearing an 
unfavorable state court have taken 
their cases to Federal Court on 
the technicality of being chartered 
in another state. 

; In support of his own bill, Nor- 
ris said’ that in many instances a 
suit is brought in Federal Court 
on the ground of diversity of citi- 
zenship for the sole reason that it 
is thought the other party to it 
would be less likely to stand the 
expense than as though it were 
tried in the state court.

FORBIDS CHURCH TEST 
IN NEW YORK SCHOOLS 


New Law Prohibits Questioning 
) of Teacher Applicants 
on Religion. 


By the Associated Press. 
ALBANY, March 18. — A law 


forbidding officiala of public 


schools in this State to question 
applicants for teachers’ posits re- 
garding their religion was put on 
the statute books last night with 
the signing of the Hayes’ bill by 
Gov. Roosevelt. 

In approving the measure. pass- 
ed by the recent session of the 
Legislature, Roosevelt said: 

“For generations the Constitution 
adopted and maintained by the 
people of the State of New York, 
has contained the following ex- 
pression of a deep and fundamental 
American belief: “The free exercise 
and enjoyment of religious pro- 
feasion and worship, without dis- 
crimimation or preference, shall 


all mankind.’ 

‘This bill is a proper reminder 
of this great principle to every 
citizen of the State.” 

The bill, which failed of adop- 
tion at the previous session of the 
Legislature, arose out of a case at 
Harriman, N. Y., where a Piatts- 
burgh school teacher, Anta Mul- 
holland, charged she was refused 
emplo. ment because she was 
Catholic. 

A complaint was made to 
Roosevelt, who turned the case 
over to the State Commissioner of 
Education, Dr. Frank P. Graves. 


POLICE HOME RULE BILLS 
PASSED IN KANSAS CITY 


Post of Director Created; Officers 
to Lose Part of Salaries to 
Meet Deficit. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 18, 
—Two emergency ordinances, one 
creating a Director of Police, 
were passed last night at a special 
meeting of the City Council to give 
official status to a home rule Po- 
lice Department. 

The action was necessitated by 
a State Supreme Court ruling 
earlier this week that the method 
of having the department operated 


l by Police Commissioners appoint- 


ed by the Governor was unconsti- 
tutional 

On advice of the City Counselor, 
the city decided not to take offi- 
cial control of the department un- 
til Saturday at the expiration of 
the 10-day period in which the Po- 
lice Commissioners may ask for a 
rehearing of the court’s decision. 

H. F. McElroy, City Manager, 
announced yesterday that police 
salaries will be cut 25 per cent 
the last two weeks of this month 
and 60 per cent for April as the 
department’s part in preventing a 
deficit.

Walter W. Williams of Benton, 
president of the chamber, said his 
crganization had no thought of en- 
tering the wage controversy itself. 
“We can, however, show both sides 
the absolute truth by facts and 
figures showing the tremendous 
decline in coal production in Tili- 
nois, the consequent loss of wages, 
and the reason’ thereof,” he 
sald. 


SURVEY OF RAIL PAY CUT 


Union Heads Asked to Find Ost 
Effect on Employment.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—lLa- 
bor union heads were directed 
yesterday to make a study of the 
effect of the recent 10 per cent 
railroad pay cut to determine its 
effect on employment.

His appli- 
cation was refused on the ground 
that the reapportionment was not 
effective and he sought in the 
courts to compel Secretary of State 
Charles U. Becker to accept his 
papers and file his candidacy. 

The courts sustained the action 
of the Secretary of State. Carroll 
hopes to “have the highest court 
hold, as was done by the _ State 
courts in the Minnesota case, that 
the reapportionment was effective, 
although vetoed by the Governor. 

In the New York case the State 
courts held,’ as did the Missouri 
State courts, that reapportionment 
could not be accomplished by the 
Legislature alone, but that the act 
must be submitted to the Governor 
for his approval. .

Incomplete Returns Give 10 of 11 
in Primary to Hoover, Though 
He Was Not in Race.

FARGO, N. D., March 18.—Gov. 


I. D. Roosevelt of New York won 
nine of North Dakota’s 10 dele- 
gates to the Democratic national 
convention in Tuesday's primary, 
on the basis of unofficial returns 
from all but 213 of the State’s 2235 
precincts today. 

George Murray, Berthold, N. D., 
farmer, pledged to support his 
brother, W..H. (“Alfalfa Bill’) 
Murray of Oklahoma, won the tenth 
seat. Murray was in charge of his 
brother’s North Dakota campaign. 

In the Republican delegate con- 
test. 10 candidates pledged to Pres- 
ident Hoover, and one unjnstructed 
delegate, held the favored—l11 posi- 
tions in returns from 1933 pre- 
cinets out of 2235. Mr. Hoover was 
not a candidate for the preference 
vote, for which former Senator J. 
J. France of Marzyland and Gen. Ja- 
cob 8S. Coxey, Mayor of Massillon, 
O., contested. France won this 
race, but neither he nor Coxey 
had a pledged slate of delegates on 
the ballot.

that Britain is unwilling to place her complete faith masterships of first, second and third classes as po- 
in any international body such as the international 
police force proposed by France at the world disarma- 
ment conference. ; : 

In a debate before the House of Commons on Brit- 
ish air estimates, Sir Philip expressed a fear that 
such a proposal as France makes would deprive his 
country, particularly the millions in London, of the 
security assured by the air and naval forces of 
Britain. To give up anything adaptable to defense, 
whether on land, on water or in the air, is as un- 
thinkable to Britain as to all other nations, including 
our own. <3 
Such is the fear that grips that troubled werld in 
which we live, a fear immensely intensified by hu- 
man inventions. In such an atmosphere the obstacles 
to the conference at Geneva seem insuperable. Arm- 
aments everywhere constitute a system of political 
balances in which none can be altered without shift: 
ing the equilibrium of the whole. The problem in 
Central. Europe that baffled Bismarck, Metternich 
and Gladstone, which led to the Crimean War in 1854 
and the World War in 1914, is vastly more baffling 
now than at any other time in history. An election 
in Germany has become an international crisis. The 
war in China precipitates an international breath- 
lessness in which the world watches to see which way 
the cats of political power will jump. At the top of 
the heap in Western Europe, France is perforce the 
most sleepless of nations, like Argus, watchful in a 
thousand directions. 

Not a pretty picture, but one provocative of 
thought. We doubt if Sir Philip Sassoon’s notion of 
it all enjoys the acquiescence of thinking Britain. 
Mr. Shaw says the most difficult test of civiliza- 
tion is work in committee, by which he means that 
giving and taking which we call co-operation, This 
is the trouble with the League of Nations. It is a 
test to which civilization has not yet risen. If we 
are impatient of the world in the presence of so great 
an ideal, we must recall the philosophy of our own 
James Harvey Robinson. He has reminded us that 
the progress of civilization is like that of a glacier., 
We only destroy ourselves when we are too impa- 
tient of its progress. 

We need sometimes to recall the sturdy patience 
of the men who founded our own republic. No other 
political group in history has been so applauded. No 
other has made such an impress upon history, yet they 
lived only a century and a half ago. The proposal 
of the Union itself was revolutionary. It was un- 
believable that the colonies would repose their se- 
curity in a central government, the defense of their 
home and their property in a Union army. They did 
nat readily do so, and out of that historic struggle 
came what we call the Bill of Rights. The time 
serving of our day which would lightly cast aside 
those guarantees forgets that they were the covenant

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THE REAL ESTATE BOND SCANDAL. 

One of the worst financial] scandals in history was 
touched upon by John S. Leahy, president of the St. 
Louis Bar Association, in his speech before the Kan- 
sas City Bar Association, namely, the fleecing of the 
public by the sale of so-called real estate bonds. He 
showed how the investor, defrauded in the first place 
by buying a watered and- misrepresented security, is 
given a second trimming after default by the forma- 
tion of “bondholders’ protective committees.” These 
committees, organized by the promoters, only too 
often, he declared, operate to th® disadvantage of 
bondholders. 

Before the advent of real estate bonds, it was nec- 
essary for a man who desired to construct a building 
to put his own money into it. The remainder, 50. to 
75 per cent of its value, could be borrowed under a 
first mortgage, and the mortgagor was careful to see 
that the valuation was on a conservative basis. The 
real estate bond enormously simplified building pro- 
motion and consequent serious overbuilding. The 
promoter found it easy to sell “first mortgage” bonds, 
eften bearing a misleading label of “gold” or “guar- 
anteed” bonds, to an amount actually in excess of the 
building’s cost. Out of the proceeds of the bond is- 
sue, the promoter was thus enabled to take a large 
profit in “promotion” and “financing” fees. 

In the decade 1920-30, this racket was worked so 
extensively that a committee of the Investment Bank- 
ers’ Association reported in June, 1931, that “the real 
estate bond situation is one of the blackest spots in 
our present financial outlook.” It estimated that, of 
the 10 billion dollars’ worth of this type of security 
held by American investors, losses of 10 to 100 per 
cent could be expected on 60 per cent of this enor- 
mous investment. It found that in Chicago alone 
$400,000,000 real estate bonds are in actual fore- 
closure. The committee estimated it will take “at 
least 10 years to clear up the foreclosures and get the 
defaulted bonds out of the way.” 

Mr. Leahy thinks the public should be protected 
against further fraud by placing real estate securi- 
ties under the jurisdiction of the blue sky com- 
missioner. He also believes that in each municipal- 
ity of 100,000 population or over the Circuit Court 
should appoint a representative committee to act 
for bondholders, this committee to be under the juris- 
diction of the court. Assuredly these suggestions are 
mild enough, and while, to many investors, it is a 
case of locking the stable after the horse has been 
}stolen, remedial measures are certainly in order. As

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EMERGENCY FUND EXPENDITURE. * 

The uncertainty and confusion in the public mind 
caused by the proposal of the City Plan Commission 
to expend the surplus over $600,000 of the emergency 
fund for city improvements has been cleared away by 
a resolution of the Crisis Committee. 

The resolution reaffirms the pledge of the com- 
mittee that the moneys contributed by citizens to the 
emergency fynd would be “disbursed for the relief of 
the destitute, and only by the Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment.” This settles any question: 
of turning over any part of the emergency fund to 
any other organization for any purpose except for the 
relief of the destitute unemployed. This was the ob 
ject for which the emergency fund was created and 
the appeal to the citizens for contributions was made. 
The committee has wisely assured citizens that its 
pledge will be strictly observed. The surplus is now

Grooves of Policy 


By Walter Lippmann. 


LONDON, March 17 (by cable). 


HE public opinion which in the long 
Torun determines policy is remarkably 

unchanging. Thus it is a fundamental 
opinion of the British people that they 
should be neutral and hold the balance 
even as between the two stongest Powers 
on the Continent. This is an ancient opin- 
ion which at certain periods of the war 
and after seemed completely discarded, 

It was never discarded. It was only sub- 
mérged. It has reappeared. What the Brit- 
ish people really desire today is to have 
done with their participation in the Treaty 
of Versailles and to play the part of “hon- 
est broker” between France and Germany. 

The real British objective, that is to say 
the objective the British nation will be 
aiming at through all the negotiations at 
Lausanne, Geneva and later at Washington, 
is to put an end as soon as possible to 4ll 
the special disabilities and special privileges 
created by the peace treaties; that would 
mean particularly the abolition of repara- 
tions and debts, the réstoration of equal- 
ity of right in armaments as between France 
and Germany. There is no longer the 
slightest pretense that Britain as signatory 
of the Treaty of Versailles should continue 
to sustain it. British opinion is openly, 
consistently and, it would appear, almost 
unanimously, opposed to continuation o 
the Versailles regime. 

~ + . 

This opposition has two main sources. 
One is the practically universal conviction 
in Britain, which is indorsed by virtually 
all the British economists, that the system 
of debt and reparation payments has 
wrecked the international exchanges, has 
made the gold standard unworkable and 
has brought about the great deflation of 


world prices. Believeing this in all sin- 


cerity and on the basis of a very great 
deal of evidence, the British people are 
determined to have done with the whole 
system of political payments. The policy 
of cancellation is thus the expfession of 
what virtually the whole British people 
looks upon as a vital economic interest. 

The other principal cause of thé British 
attitude is, of course, the traditional objec- 
tion to having any one power too strong 
upon the Continents The idea may be 
dressed up in various forms. Essentially, 
the British feel that France today is rela- 
tively. toa strong and that the balance of 
power needs to be restored. 

The great question to be tested in the 


inn 


next months gt Lausanne, Geneva and later 
at Washington, is whether the French and 
the British can agree in spite of the deep 
divergence of their politics. The French 


- are, I believe, prepared to be reasonable 


with Germany, provided they do not have 
to reopen boundary questions. In return for 
an agreement by Britain to maintain the 
boundaries of Eastern Europe for 10 years, 
the time the French think it will take the 
new nations to consolidate, France wou:d 
make almost any concessions On geparations 
and on the question of legal equality. The 
British, on the other hand, recoil from the 
Franco-British association ‘which this im- 
plies. TRey do not wish to re-establish the 
Entente. They do not wish to associate 


“themselves with France in maintaining the 


existing constitution of Europe. 

Thus there arte fundamentally two views 
of the European problem: There is the 
British view, which regards it as a ques- 
tion of reconciling Paris and Berlin with 
London the “honest broker” between them; 
there is the French view, which is that the 
problem is essentially one of recencilirg 
London‘and Paris and that only when that 
is done, will Paris and Berlin make the 


necessary concessions to each other.

My own observations in Europe have con- 
vinced me that to this extent the French 
view is the right one, given all the circum- 
stances now preévailing. The fears of the 
French people are such that French Gov- 
ernments cannot deal intelligently or gen- 
erously with Germany if they lack the re- 
assurance Whioh Britain alone can give. 
The nervous exhaustion and hysteria of the 
Germans are such that moderaté govern- 
ments like that of Dr. Bruening cannot 


- make the concessions necessary to agree- 


ment as long as Britain stands in a pogi- 
tion which seems to encourage @ more com- 
plete defiance of the French. Both Paris 
and Berlin can climb down from their peaks 
of irreconcilability mose easily, it seems to 
me, if Britain first seeks agreement with 
France. If she stands aloof she will make 
it very difficult for M. Tardieu and Dr. 
Bruening to make concessions. 

For M. Tardiey will know that it incites 
the Germans not to be satisfied with less 
than their whole claim for treaty decision.

As to 
assessments, Atkins said, “There is 
no question that thousands of 
pieces of realty are assessed for 
more than they could now be ‘sold 
for."

which was applauded generously, 
will be repeated at 8:15 o’clock to- 
night. 
With the eagerness of men who 
haven’t earned .a cent for months, 
the minstrels, some of them from 
the Municipal Lodging House, sang: 
and ‘danced with a zest that dis- 
closed their enjoyment of their 
own performance, Except tor 
Lucille Mayer Combs, interlocutor, 
and Clinnie Dill Paulick, pianist, 
the cast was composed of unem- 
ployed men, who will divide the 
proceeds from tthe two shows. 
Borrowed Costumes. 
Wearing gay costumes, borrowed 
for the occasion, and disguised in 
blackface, they presented a far dif- 
ferent appearance than the shab- 
bily dressed men who rehearsed 
patiently for months, glad to be 
doing something. 
Just before the curtain rose Dean 
Sweet went back stage, surveved 
the nervous circle, and said: 
“All right, boys, do your darn- 
dest. Let's have a double crowd 
tomorrow night.” 
And they did, from the opening 
chorus of “I Want to be Down 
South in Dixie’ to the grand fi- 
nale, “Good Night Ladies.” Some 
of the songs, such as “Just Bare- 
ly Living,” “YY. M. C. A. Hotel,” 
“Soup, Soup, Soup” and “All God’s 
Chilluns Got Shoes,” smacked of 
experiences of jobless months 
while others, like “Sweet Mamma, 
Treetop Tall” and “An Evening in 
Caroline” recalled a time when 
minstrelsy was in its heyday. 
The audience, of about 200 ap- 
plauded vigorously and obtained 
several encores.

stage. A Negro quartet and trio 
harmonized in a manner which set 
the audience humming.

DIFFERENCE IN CERTIFIED 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—Field in- 
spection is necessary before seed 
sweet potatoes can be certified, 
Paul H. Millar, chief inspector of 
the State Plant Board, said. Re- 


quests that an inspector be sent to 
examine and certify sweet potatoes 
in storage must be refused, Millar 
said, because “before they can be 
certified. potatoes must have suc- 
eessfully passed two field inspec- 
tions the previous summer.” 

A warning was issued against 
misleading advertisements which 
state seed potatoes are “State in- 
spected”’ or “inspected in the field” 
without saying whether they are 
eertified. Millar said several ad- 
vertisements of this sort had been 
noted recently, in which the grow- 
er failed to mention that the in- 
spector had rejected the potatoes. 

He advised growers wishing to 
buy certified sweet potatoes to 
write the board for a list of grow- 
ers holding certificates, and then, 
as an added precaution, to see that 
the delivered potatoes have an offi- 
cial tag attached to each container.

wrote. “Last week.I sold 58 hogs, 
weighing a total of 15,785 pounda, 
on the Sough St. Paul market. The 
hogs averaged 290 pounds each 
and brought only $3.60 a hundred- 
weight, making a totalof $552.64. 
Deducting hauling charges, I got a 
check for only $521.07 for this car- 
load of fine hogs. And careful 
records show that since last Octo- 
ber I spent more than $900 feeding 
them.” 

Nelson calculates that it costs 7 
cents a pound to raise a market- 
able pig.

This Delicacy Is Not So Diffi- 
cult as Generally Be- - 
lieved. 


The woman who can make good 
angel or sunshine cake is looked 
upon with envy by her neighbors, 
for most people think that some 
magic secret is necessary in con- 
cocting these delicacies. Maybe it 
is, but if so it is a secret that can 
be readily learned by any one with 
patience, the ability to follow di- 
rections, and to watch oven tem- 
peratures. ‘These are the “main 
tricks.” It is also necessary to use 
cake flour, sifted before measuring, 
fine granulated sugar and fresh 
eggs. Here are the recipes and 
full directions. FKFach makes a 
cake about five inches high and 
é¢ight inches in diameter. Use an 
angel cake or tube pan for baking 
the cakes. 

Angel Cake. 

Put one cup egg whites (eight to 
10 eggs) in a large bowl and beat 
with a wire whisk until frothy. 
Sprinkle in one teaspoon cream of 
tartar and continue beating until 
whites are stiff enough to stand up 
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in a point when whisk is 
Sift cake flour, measure one Cup. 
mix with one-fourth cup fine gran- 
ulated sugar and sift four times. 
Sift one cup granulated sugar into 
egg whites, beating all the while. 

Fold sifted glour mixture and one 
teaspoon vanilla extract into ¢gF 
white mixture, folding over and 
over until thoroughly ‘diended. 
Angel cake depends on the air 
mixed into it for leavening, so be 
eareful not to stir it or mix it vig- 
orously or the air bubbles will be 
broken. Put batter by the spoonful 
into an ungreased tube pan, filling 
it two-thirds full. Place pan on 
lower shelf of the oven, light oven 
and turn both burners half cock. 

Bake for one hour, lowering gas 
if oven shows signs of getting more 
than very moderately warm. If 
yotrr oven has a control, set the 
temperature for 325 degrees and 
preheat before putting in cake. 
When done cake should be very 
delicately browned, well risen and 
firm to touch. Remove pan from 
oven and invert until cake is en- 
tirely cold. Then loosen from 
sides with a thin knife. Ice if de- 
sired when cold. 

Sunshine Cake. 


Beat the whites of eight eggs 
until frothy, add one-half teaspoon 
eream of tartar and continue beat- 
ing until the whites are stiff. Grad- 
ually beat in one cup fine, sifted 
granulated sugar, then fold in 
yolks of five eggs beaten until 
thick and creamy and one teaspoon 
grated orange rind. Sift cake 


PATCH 
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flour, measure one cupful, mix with 
one-fourth teaspoon. salt, and sift 
four times. 

Fold two tablespoons orange 
juice into egg mixture, then fold in 
sifted flour. Put in an ungreased 
angel cake pan and bake same 
way as angel cake. Invert until 
cold, remove from pan and ice all 
over with orange icing. Sprinkle 
with chopped, toasted almonds. 

Gold Cake. 

There are always egg yolks left 
over after making either angel or 
sunshine cake, and one way to us- 
ing them up is in a gold cake. Yor 
gold cake cream together. one-half 
cup shortening and one and. one- 
fourth cups sugar. When thor- 
oughly blended add well beaten 
yolks of six eggs, one-half cup 
orange ‘uice and one teaspoon lem- 
on juice. 

Mix well, add two cups sifted 
cake flour mixed with one-fourth 
teaspoon baking soda, two and 
one-half teaspoons baking powder 
and one-fourth teaspoon salt. Mix 
well again, pour into a long nar- 
row bread pan which has been 
greased and sprinkled with flour. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 50 
minutes. Cool and ice with 
chocolate or orange icing. 


Liver Loaf. 


Boil one pound of liver until ten- 
der. Chop fine and mix with two 
‘well-beaten eggs and four cold 
boiled potatoes, chopped fine and 
a small piece of pork, ham or ba- 
con cut fine and fried about half 
done, one-haif cup bread crumbs 
moistened with a tablespoon of but- 
ter and a tablespoon of milk, salt 
and pepper to taste, form into a 
loaf and sprinkle with bread crumbs 


and bake.

Italian Tomato Paste and Ger- 
man Kidney Stew 
“Given. 


For this wéek’s recipes from 
other countries, we include Italian 
dried tomato paste, for which a 
request was made, and a German 
method for kidney stew, which is 
deliciously substantial. 


Italian Tomato Paste. 

One gallon canned tomato juice 
and pulp, and handful bacillica 
leaves (may be bought at any Ital- 
ian grocery store). Wash and cup 
up tomatoes, Cook for about an 
an hour, or until thin enough to 
strain. Strain them, add salt and 
bacillica leaves. Let cook over a 
very slow fire until very thick. 

Place in a flat dish in the hot 
sum until dry. If sunlight is not 
strong cnough heat the oven, close 
off the gas, and place the sauce 
in the heated oven. Leive there 
until the oven cools off. Repeat 
this for a féw days until the sauce 
becomes dry. Place the paste in 
an earthen jar or in small earthen 
jars, covering the paste with a tea- 
spoon of olive oil for preservation. 

German Kidney Stew. 

Wash a beef kidney, cover with 

cold water, add one tablespoon 


‘salt and let soak for two hours. 


Drain, rinse with fresh water, and 
cut the kidney in small pieces. Mix

New Methods for Stuffing Pep- 
pers and Mushrooms, and 
Frozen Pudding Given. 


As next week is Holy Week, 
menus published in this séction 
may have to be changed in details 
by some families, but in the maih 
they are practical. 
The stuffed mushroom recipe 
given for Sunday night might well 
be used for a week night dinner 
instead of meat, as might also the. 


luncheon. 
Peppers stuffed with mushrooms 
and canned chicken are delicious. 
More and more canned chicken is 
becoming popular, as there are 
many uses for it, and the best 
brands can hardly be told from 
fresh prepared chicken. 
Apple and cranberry sauce and 
rhubarb butter are appetizing vari- 
ations of these fruits, particularly 
good at this season. 
Frozen Pudding. 
‘Mix one cup sweetened condensed 
milk with three-quarters cup hot 
water and stir in one teaspoon 
vanilla extract, one-half teaspoon 
almond extract, and one cup cream, 
whipped stiff. Pour into the freez- 
ing pan of your refrigerator and 
freeze to a mush, atirring every 
hour from the bottom and sides of 
the pan. It will take about four 
hours to freeze to this state.. Mean- 
while soak one-half cup seedless 
raisins, two tablespoons finely cut 
candied pineapple and one-half cup 
chopped candied cherries in one- 
half cup milk flavored with almond 
extract for two hours. When the 
pudding is frozen to a mush add 
the fruit and finish freezing. 
Serves six. 
Cheese Souffle. 

Melt four tablespoons butter, add 
five tablespoons flour and when 
well blended, stir in one and one- 
fourth cups milk. Cook, stirring 
constantly until very thick, smooth 
and boiling. move from the fire, 
add one cup soft sharp cheese, 
grated or finely cut, one-half tea- 
spoon dry mustard, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, a few grains cayenne 
pepper, one-half teaspoon worces- 
tershire sauce. Stir to mix, then 
add beaten yolks of three eggs. Stir 
over a slow fire for two minutes. 
Remove from firé and fold in stiff- 
ly beaten whites of three eggs. 
Pour into a greased, rather shallow 
baking dish and bake in a mod- 
erate oven for 40 to 45 minutes, 
or until well puffed, firm to the 
touch and a golden brown. Serve 
at once. Serves four. 

Stuffed Mushrooms on Toast. 

Select large, 
allowing a pound for four servings. 
Cut off the stems, scrape them and 
chop fine. Wash caps and peel off 
top layer of covering. Mix chopped 


crumbs, one-half teaspoon salt, a 
little pepper, two tablespoons melt- 
ed butter and two tablespoons dev- 
iled ham, finely chopped cold meat 
or grated cheese. Fill mushroom 
caps with mixture, place on a but- 
tered baking pan and bake in a hot 
oven for 20 minutes. Make four 
large pYeces of toast and one and 
one-half cups well-seasoned white 
sauce, or mock hollandaise sauce. 
Pour the sauce over the toast, ar- 
range the mushrooms on the sauce 
and serve very hot. 

Peanut Macaroons. 

Beat whites of two eggs stiff and 
dry. Add slowly one cup confec- 
tioners’ sugar, one-fourth cup 
pastry flour and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt. Fold in one cup of 
chopped peanuts. Drop from a 
spoon on greased baking pan about 
two inches‘apart. Bake in hot 
oven about 10 minutes. 

Stuffed Peppers. 

One and one-ha.f cups canned 
chicken, salt, pepper and a little 
grated lemon rind, one-half pint 
chopped oysters with their liquor, 
one-half cup st: bread crumbs, 
two tablespoons melted butter, one 
teaspoon minced parsley, six green 
peppers. Mince the chicken fine, 
add salt, pepper, lemon rind, 
oysters, butter, cru .bs and parsley. 
Cut a-slice from stem end of pep- 
pers, remove ail seeds and white 
fibre and fill with chicken mix- 
ture. Bake half an hour in. mod- 
erate oven. Tomatoes may be 
stuffed with the same filling, if 
desired. 

Apple and Cranberry Sauce, 
One cup cranberries, one cup of 
diced apples, one cup water, one 
cup sugar. Cook apples and cran- 
berries together until tender. Add 


|sugar and when the sauce is thick 


remove from fire, strain and cool.

How to Keep Spinach Green 
and Beets Red, and Other 
Helpful Hints. 


To keep spinach green, wash 
well, remove root ends and wilted 
leaves, put in a large kettle, and 
add half a cup of boiling water 
for each pound of spinach. Boil 
uncovered for 10 minutes. The se- 
cret Hes in quick cooking. Drain, 
chop fine, season with salt, pepper 
and liberal amount of butter. 

Beets will retain their red color 
if they are cooked with the stems 
on and with the addition of a 
teaspoonful of vinegar to the wat- 
er. Start beets cooking in boiling 
water, after washing them thor- 
oughly. When tender, drain, cover 
with cold water and let stand 10 
minutes, drain and peel. 


Separate firm oranges into sec- 
tions and arrange them like the 
petals of a flower on small plates. 
Pour a teaspoonful of honey over 
each orange and serve very cold. 
If preferred the skin of the or- 
ange may be peeled down and left 
fastened to one end, turning the 
edges of the strips of skin under 
to make a holder for the yrange 
sections.

If you haven't the mixed grill 
habit, try a dinner that way, and 


see if you don’t repeat it often. Or 
use this plan on Sunday night or 
for the bridge club. 

A heat-proof platter adds great- 
ly to the success of the meal. There 
are many combinations which may 
be used, among which are the fol- 
lowing: 

Make one grill of sausage cakes, 
cooked sweet potatoes, slices of 
deviled tomato. Cut potatoes in 
halves, spread with melted butter, 
and spread slices of raw tomato 
with prepared mustard and 
chopped chives. Place under broil- 
er, heat and grill about 12 min- 
utes, turning sausage and pota- 
toes once each. 

Take thin slices of calves’ liver, 
strips of bacon and canned pine- 
apple slices. Grill about 12 min- 
utes, turning once. 

Thin fish fillets, any white fish 


being practical, may be combined 
with bananas and tomatogs in a 
grill. Roll bananas in lemon juice 
land fiour, and fill cavity of firm, 
fresh tomatoes with bread crumbs 
mixed with butter. About 15 min- 
utes is necessary for this. 

A more elaborate grill includes 
for each person one rib chop, one 
tiny sausage, one lamb kidney and 
one slice pineapple. Split kidney 
and fasten open with toothpick 
and prick sausage. Broil all to- 
gether and season with salt, pep- 
per and melted butter. Brush pine- 
apple slice with butter also. 


BUTTERSCOTCH PIE 


One cup sugar, two eggs, two ta- 
blespoons flour, one cup cold water, 
two heaping tablespoons butter, one 
teaspoon nilla extract to one 
baked pie crust. 

Mix sugar, flour and yolks of €ggs 
to a smooth paste, add gradually 
the water and butter, stir over the 
fire until thick, then add the va- 
nilla extract. Pour into pie crust. 
Beat the whites of two eggs to a 
stiff froth, add two tablespoons of 
sugar, put this on top of pie and 
brown slightly in oven. 


Marshmallow Icing. 

Boil one cup powdered sugar and 
one-third cup water until it strings 
when tested in water. Pour slow- 
ly over beaten white of one egg.

Chop lean, juicy beef quite fine: 
put into a glass fruit jar and put 
on the cover. Set in a kettle of 
water with a cloth under it. Cover 
closely and boil slowly at least four 
hours (the longer the better, up to 
seven hours). No water must be 
permitted to get into the jar, as 
what you aim for is the pUre ex- 
tract of beef, full strength. Season 
to taste, very lightly. Strain before 
serving. 

Wash a young chicken well be- 
fore beginning to cut it up. Put 
cold water in a cooking vessel, with 
a dash of salt and pepper; remove 
the wings and legs and put them 
in to cook. Cut up the body, add 
that. Set on the back of the stove 
where it will come to a boil slowly. 
Boil 40 minutes and it is then ready 
to serve. 


Corn Fritters. 


Crumble 18 soda crackers and 
mix with one and one-half cups 
canned corn, two beaten eggs, one 
teaspoon sugar and one-half tea- 
spoon salt. Drop by spoonfuls 
in small amount of hot fat in fry- 
ing pan. and cook over moderate 
flame. When brown on one side, 
turn over. 


Vegetable Salad. 

An excellent raw vegetable salad 
for this time of year uses grated or 
shredded raw carrots, finely chop- 
ped cabbage, diced celery, shredded 
green pepper and sliced Spanish 
onion—mix with highly seasoned 
French dressing and add a little 
mayonnaise for garnish.

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RAS SWEET POTATOES 


Six medium-sized sweet potatoes, 
three-fourths-cup raisins, three ta- 
blespoons butter, salt and pepper. 
cream. 

Plump and drain raisins. Select 
smooth potatoes of uniform size. 
and place in a baking pan. Bake 
in a hot oven 25 to 30 minutes, or 
until soft. 

Remove tatoes from oveh, cut 
in halves lehgthwise and scoop out 
the inside; mash, add salt, butter 
and pepper to taste and a little 
cream to moisten. Add raisins, re- 
fill the shells and bake five minutes 
in a hot oven. 


EGGPLANT RECIPES 


Peél and dice one medium-sized 
eggplant. Dust with two table- 
spoons flour and saute in three ta- 
blespoons butter until brown. Com- 
bine with one can tomato soup, or 
well-seasoned stewed tomatoes. 
Place in a baking dish, dust thick- 
ly with grated bread crumbs and 
cheese, Dot with butter and bake 
20 minutes in a moderately hot 
oven. 

Pare an eggplant, cut in thin 


slices, sprinkle with salt, cover with 
water. Drain well. Dredge with 
rolled crackers, after dipping in 
well-beaten egg and fry slowly un- 
til done. 


Chocolate Nut Filling. 
Cream one-third cup butter, and 
add gradually two cups confection- 
ers’ sugar. Then add one square 
melted chocolate, about two table- 
spoons cold coffee, and two cups of

Roll out to one-fourth inch thick- 
ness or less, cut in round shapes 
about the size of a saucer, fill with 
a spoon of meat mixture and press 
ends together in oblong shape, 
twisting one end in snape of a tail 
and other end in shape of a head.
